RECIPROCITY.

The prognostications of some that the consid-
eration of our treaty would be deferred until the
extra session, it appears are to be verified. The
latest telegraphic information from our Commis-
sioners at Washington, dated on the 2d instant,
while it is hopeful in tone, indicates that they
are by po means oversanguine of success, and
find the Inbors of their position sufficiently arda-
A Washington dispateh of the 24th, which
we find in the San Francisco papers, says that
Senators generally admit that the extra session
(*ince eailed) would be mainly for the purpose of
cousidering the Hawaiian Treaty. The dispatch
goes on to say that ** King Kalakaoa came here
for the purpose of negotinting a treaty, and every-
body seems to favor it, but Louisiana comes in
with ite opposition on account of its sugar inter-
ests, and various other sections have considers-
tions of local interest. The treaty is very popu-
Iar. The President and Secretary of State, and
in faet the entire Cabinet, favor it, and loeal in-
terests will probably give way to national de-
mands, In this case it is deemed probable, how-
ever, that, while there seems a certainty that the
treaty will be adopted, there will be some amend-
ments to the confidentinl draf sent by the Pres:-
dent and Secretary of State to the Senate.”” We
are further told that * the Pacific coast Senators
are unitedly in favor of the treaty.”” Inanother
eolumn we publish the full text of the treaty, as
sent in to the Senate, and as it appears in the San
Francisco papers of the last week in February.
The Alta, in commenting upon it R ye:

** These are the main features of the treaty which
is recommended to the Senate by the Cabinet, and
has an excellent prospect of ratification. No import-
ant interests in ocur country will be injariomsly
affected by the ratifieation of the treaty, vhflt many
will be much benefited. The American people hav-
ing been pleased with Kalaksua's wisit, would be

glad to do bim sgome li'tle favor for considerations
outside of business influences.

** Some objection has been made in Los to
the treaty on the ground that it will permit the free
importation of oranges and other fruits prodoced in
Southern California, but we do oot so understand the
lasgusge. Among the Hawaiian products entitied
to free admissicn here besides * vegetables, dried and
undried, preserved and unpresrrved,” are nuts, rice
seeds, shrubbery and trees. The word * vegetables
has two meanings, one comprehensive, inclncl,? sll
things not mineral or animsl in character, and the
other restricted to certsin plants of annual or bien-
nial growth, cultivated for the table, and sometimes
ealled “ kitchen vegetables,’ such as potstoes, beets,
onions, radishes, lettuce, and cabbage. The tresty
does not use the word * vegetables * in its comprebesn-
sive sense, for if it did, the nuats, seeds, shrubbery
and trees—which are vegetables as much as fruit—
would not have been specially mentioned. The nar-
rower signifieation was intended.

‘« Reciprocity with all our ueighbors is desirable,
on geoernl principles. We are s populous and weslthy
nation, and it should be a matter of pride with us to
assist the growth and to coanciliate the good will of
Canada, Mexico and Hawsii. Their prosperity will
redound to our own bepefit; but even if it did mot,
it iz becoming in the powerful to give their aid to the
weak, in 1heir vicinity, not with an air of condescen-
swn, but of generous [riendship. The failare of the
Canadian reciprocity project is s cause for regret;
but perhaps & betier treaty than the one that lately
failed can be devised. We trust that Hawaii will be
more fortunate.’’

But the San Francisco Sogar Refiners, with
their ally, Mr. David A. Wells, (formerly con-
pected with the United States Treasury Depart-
ment) are in the meantime doing their best to
defeat the treaty. The protest of the forme®
aganinst it, addressed to the California delegation
in Congress, will be found in another colamn,
and is an extraordinarily overdrawn statement of
the case. [ts very exaggerations must operate to
defeat the object for which it is intended ; and in
fact. a Washington correspondent of the Bulletin
gave *“it ean be truthfully asserted that the
arguments which seem to be so eonfidently relied
on by the San Francisco refiners are not here con-
b gidered of very great weight against the ratifiea-

By the telegraphic reports of Mr. Wells® letter
he is represented as baving characterized our
treaty as a * swindle,”” and declared that it would
take from the U. S. Treasury s million a year.
This is mere assertion, for it is somewbat ques-
tionable ss to bhow much or bow little it would
deplete the Treasury. Any body may know how
much our exports of sugar ioto the United States
have paid into the Treasury. But the question
comes up, what is the valoe of the Hawaiian
exports to the United States, and what is the
value of the Hawaiian imports from the United
States? If they are nearly equal, it shows that
it is through our tariff that the United States are
$1,000,000 the gainers on our trade. Suppose
the Hawaiian tariff were a copy of that of the
United States,—~and leaving out articles we do
not or cannot produce,—we are of opinion that
the boot would be on the other leg, by several
bundred thousand dollars. Any one who will
look over our imports frem the United States and
their rate of daties, will readily see this.

Bat it remains to be eeen whether, in view of
the opposition which bas developed, the treaty
will receive the necessary two-thirds vote in the
Senate. Passing this ordeal, it must then lie
over until the meeting of Congress at the regular
session in December next, when it will come up
for final action by the House of Representatives.
By that time, the Democrats will be in a majority
in that branch of Congress, and they, if true to
the ancient instincts of the pasty, will favor free
trade.

It 15 cumious to note how often it will appear
that circumstances are good or bad by compari-
son. Here, in these balcyon isles of the sea, one
often bears a good deal of grumbling about the
weather being this or that of an unsatisfactory
nature ; but if we look at the weather records
that come to us from other lande it would seem
that our causes of complaint are trifling in com-
parison. In the northern states of America, the
winter hus been fearfully cold, the thermometer
in many localities being from ten to twenty de-
grees below zero for days together. Think of the
condition of the poor in such weather, with coal
at £15to §20a ton! Then to the southward of
us, in this ocean, we find the Australians bave
been suffering from intense heat. At the Mel-
bourne Observatory on the 20th of January last,
the temperature was 110 degrees in the shade,
and at Malden the day before, the thermometer
stood at 112 degrees in the shade. At Geelong,
on the 2let, the thermometer registered 115 in
the shade ! but it should be added that the die-
trict was full of bush fires. At the Fijis, during
January, a terrible toroado had devastated the
islands, causing & loss of life and the destruction
of much property.

W ithout looking farther, let us acknowledge
that * our lines have been cast in pleasant
places."’

Death of Major F. H. Harris.

Our community was shocked and grieved on Sa
urday morping last by the report from Hawaii, thet
Major Frank H. Harris, son of Judge Harris of the
Supreme Court, had been drowned in the stream ‘at
Kaiwiki. Thesad news was confirmed on Mondsay by
the arrival of the steamer. A letter from our corre-
spondent at Hilo gives the following particulars :

“He left Kaiwiki Plantation on the morning of
Friday the 26th February ‘or Hilo, on business At
5 ». % he was seen on the Hilo side of the guich by
Captain E. Wood and Mr. Edward Witchey, coming
towards bome. It had been raining all day, and the
streams were up, but not considered dangerous.
Major Harris made a remark to Captain T. Spencer
before leaving Hilo, that if the stream wss too high
he would leave his horse and cross on the lame bridge
which is just below the ford. But unfortunately be
made the sttempt and was swept down the torrent.
Some few minutes after he was seen st the gulch, as
be did not make his sppearance, & messenger was dis-
pstched to ascertain if he had returned to Hilo, but
soon after this his horse was found some 300 yards
down the stream, badly bruised from contact with the
rocks, the saddle on his side and the loggerhead
broken. Every available man was sent in search of
the body, which was not found until early the next

Your Hogor and Gentlemen of the Bar:—As one
of the junior members of the Bar, my sssociations
with our deceased brother, slso a junior member,
have been from s somewhat different standpoint from
those of the senior members. Very plessant bave
been my professional relations with Mr. Fraok Harris
during my life in Honolulu; T have found him & kind-

, helpful and sympathetic fellow practitiover;
I confess the startling news of his death came to me
with the weight of a great shock, snd has deeply im-

me. There is one circumstance of his death
which is plessant to think of ; be died in the per-
formasoce of his duty. In no possible professional
post could such an emergency have come more traly,
thau it did come in the difficult and responsible posi-
tion for which he had given up his professional work.
In no other way could we prefer to meet death.
Fully endorsing the simple and touckiog sentiments
of the resolations, I feel that the friends of cur
brother need and bave our deepest sympathy not only
as his professional associstes, but his friends.

Mr. Justice Judd then addressed the meeting with
much feeling, as follows :

¢ Never before has death invaded our ranks at-
tended with circumstances of such peecaliar distress.
Our deceased brother, Frank H. Harris, was young,
the centre of many fond hopes and bright aspirations.
He was engaged in one of the most arduous and re-
sponsible, and at the same time useful callings in
this Kiogdom. To achieve success in this he was
willing to withdraw himself from the avenues of pro-
fessional life, and to submit himself to the intease
anxieties and Iabors of this new sphere.

« It is gratifying to remember that in his labors he
was manly, honorable and persevering, and that
when death met him the success so lovg hopel for
seemed nearly won.

It is not for us to question the wisdom of that
Providence that has thus suddenly cut him off ; but
it is for us to lay the lesson to heart that each of us
may be prepared, when the summons shall come for
us to follow him.’’

The resolutions were then unanimously adopted.

Letter from the Agent of the San Fran-
cisco Refinerivs.
Sax Fraxcisco, March 2d, 1875.
Editor P. C. Advertiser, Honolulu, H. I:

Dear Sin.—I have just been subpoenaed as a wit-
ness in & case, now before the court, concerning the
duty on *‘melado’’ or *‘sugar,’’ and am therefore
compelled to give up the idea of returning to Hono-
lula by this steamer, potwithstanding all my ar-
rangements are made even to the purchase of my
tickets, &c.

As I am expected in Honclulu by this steamer, to
commence receiving sugars under the contracts made
by me some weeks since, [ desire to say through your
columns, that T will leave here for Homolulu by the
first possible opportunity, and will receive any sugar
that may be ready for delivery on my arrival; and
that I will pay for the same according to the terms
and conditions of the contracts, and dafe back the 60
day drafts on San Francisco to within 10 days from
the time the sugar arrived at Honclolu from the
plantations, as provided in the contracts, so that the
planter or owner will lose nothing by my delay in
returning to Honolulu.

I am provided with one of the best polariscopes
made—lately imported from Berlin—and will be
ready on my return to carry out the terms of the
contracts, as I hope to the satisfaction and benefit of
the planters snd of the people generally. ’

Bat little is beard from Washington on the subject
of the reciprocity treaty, save a telegram to-day from
Commissioper Carter to the effect that he is ** having
@ hard fight and that there is nothing certain in re-
gard to the treaty.”’ The San Francisco refiners
bave opposed it on the ground that there being no
limit to the standard of sugar to be admitted free of
duty, it would work greatly to their injury. When
it was supposed that ** No. 18 Dutch standard ™
would be the limit, they did not oppose the treaty,
but offered to give the planters a high price (com-
pared to the cost of eugar from Manilla and else-
where) and to add two-thirds of the duty saved, if
the treaty should pass. Should the 25 per cent. ad-
ditional duty be put on sugar, this offer of the refiners
would be found a very good one—amounting to 63
cents per pound on all sugars under No. 13, and of
93 degrees crystal, in mats or bags, and delivered at
Honolulu. Whereas if the duty is o increased 25
per cent, and the reciprocity treaty is nol passed, it
will be almost impossible for the planters to compete
with the refiners, who have large stocks engaged at
low prices and under low duties. It is to be hoped
that some amendments will be made which will prove
satisfactory to all parties interested, and that the
treaty will pass.
